COUNCIL VOTES 
LARGE SUM FOR 
PEST DESTRUCTION 


Government makes Grant 
of $2,000 for Roads. The 
rates of pay for work 
same as last year 


A special meeting of the council of 
the Municipality of Montgomery was 
held in the council office on May 11 
with all the councillors present. 

The minutes of the last regular 
meeting were read and adopted on a 
motion by Coun, Maygard. 

Mr. Ainsworth, inspector of the de- 
partment of public works, informed 
the council that the grant this year 
for road work from the department 
would be $2000.00 and gave a short 
address as to how he had seen work 
‘done in different localities during the 
past season and the lessons that 
might be learned from these observa- 
tions with a view to improvement in 
the future in the manner in which the 
grant was to be expended. He laid 
great stress on the fact that where 
the grant was continually divided up 
between the six divisions no profit- 
able results were obtained, the main 
idea of the grant being that a good 
permanent piece of work should be 
dene with il, that was fo'ne to b2 of 
benefit to the greaiost number of the 
taxpayers, and that this work shoatd 
trem year to year be cxtended unéil 
the whole Muvicnwlity was linked 1p 
by good permanent, roads. 

Tt was :aoyved hy coun. Ballhorn 
that $1200 CC he spent to grade acd 
build the road south and east from 
Wetaskiwin, and $800.00 to grade and 
build the road north from Wetaski- 
win. Considerable discussion follow- 
ed on this motion and the motion 
ultimately carried without a dissent- 
jiant, 

It was moved by Reeve Jevne that 
Councillor Shantz and the Secretary 
make the necessary arrangements 
with the Indian Agent at Hobbema 
and the department for Indian affairs 
go that’ the road along the north 
boundary of the reserve may be com- 
pleted and that they be empowered 
to give the necessary undertakings 
for the some. 

It was moved by Coun. Maygard 
that the mill rate for 1926 be 5 mills. 

It was moved by Coun. Shantz that 
the Reeve and Treasurer be empow- 
ered and authorized to borrow from 
the Bank of Montreal the sum of $10,- 
000.00 for school and general purposes 
whensoever it may be required. 

It was moved by Coun. Ballhorn 
that the Treasurer may pay hired 
men for labor whenever they present 
properly completed paysheets signed 
by a councillor. 

It was moved by Coun. Johnson 
that the rates of pay for work done 
in this municipality be the same as 
last year, viz:— 

Man—3idec per hour 

Man and team—50c per hour. 

Man and 4 horses—7ie per hour, 

Foreman—50c per hour. 

Dragging—S80c per mile. 

After the bills and paysheets had 
been passed for payment, the mecting 
adjourned, 


A-special meeting of the council of 
the Municipal District of Montgomery 
was held in the council office on May 
22nd with all the councillors present 
except Coun. Shantz. 

Aftér the minutes of the last meet- 
ing had been read and adopted, a let- 
ter was read from the department of 
municipal affairs respecting the des- 
truction of pests, particularly crows, 
magpies and gophers. 

It was moved by Coun. Bussard that 
the sum of $100.00 be appropriated 
towards the destruction of crows, mag- 
pies, their eggs, and gophers, and 
‘that this sum be distributed among 
the schools in the Municipality, the 
school secretary certifying for the 
numbers collected by each school and 
the school getting the highest number 
of points to receive $10.00 and the 
valance of the money to be divided 
between the next nineteen schools. 
Points to be awarded as follows: 

‘Gopher tails—1 point each. 

Magpie eggs—2 points each. 

Magpie feet—2 points each. 

Crow eggs—2 points each. 

Crow feet—2 points each. 

‘The awards to be made at the Coun- 
cil meeting to be held on the first 
Saturday in September. 

It was moved by Coun, Maygard 
that the Divisions 1, 2 and 6 be allot- 
ed $150.00 each from the government 
road grant. 

After the bills and paysheets had 
been passed for payment, the meeting 
adjourned,

Wetaskiwin 
is one of the foremost mixed farming 
communities in the province and 
there is no demand for outside help.

MONEY TO LOAN 
On Improved Farms 
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MR. TOBIN SPEAKS 
ON THE BUDGET 


The following are some excerpts 
from the speech on the budget deliv- 
ered in the house of commons by Mr. 
S.G. Tobin, the ‘member for Welaski- 
win, taken from Hansard: 

I want to join, first of all, in the 
chorus of congratulations to the Min- 
ister of Finance (Mr. Robb) and the 
government on the budget brought 
down, The many tributes that have 
been paid to the government from dif- 
ferent quarters of the house and by 
all sections of the country are, I be- 
lieve, well justified. The budget it- 
avery: 
thing is shown in clear detail. There 
is no camouflage; there are no hid- 
den mysteries. It lays bare the facts 
in a way that all may read and under: 
stand. The plain facts are good 
enough; they do not need to be color- 
ed or concealed. The finance minis- 
ter’s presentation was couched in 
good, clear Anglo-Saxon, from a peo- 
ple’s government to the people them- 
selves. (In its genuine modesty it re- 
flects its author. I believe the bud- 
get will appeal to the people in 
all walks‘ of life in this country. The 
finance minister did not find it neces- 
sary to make comparisons between 
this period and other periods or be- 
tween this government and previous 
governments, for as someone has 
said, it is a budget that speaks for 
itself. 

I think of the first speech Mrs. 
Nellie McClung delivered in the Al- 
berta legislature, of which she is still 
a member. She tried to show her 
position as a new member and to 
state her idea of how’ she should 
speak as such. She compared her 
position with that of a curler. When 
the curlers go on the ice, she said, 
they slide down a number of rocks 
to get the run of the ice, and I am 
going to get the run of the ice, she 
said, before I venture very far afield. 
IT have made up my mind, Mr. Speaker 
that I do not want to venture too far 
in this house before I get the run of 
the ice, and I would like to’ suggest 
in the most friendly way to some. of 
the new membors opposite that I? they 
would first get the run of the ice 
they would probably do better in the 
long run, and there would not be so 
made speeches made that the authors 
would: afterwards like to have de- 
leted from the records. 

Coming to the budget itself, I find 
that the expenditures for the year 
have been kept below the estimated 
figures and that the estimated rev- 
enues have been exceeded. The na- 
tional debt has been reduced, and 
the National railway has progressed 
beyond our fondest hopes. It is today 
reaching to the goal where it will re- 
quire no more funds from the national 
treasury. That is made plain in the 
budget, and the showing of the rail- 
way alone would be a credit to and an 
achievement for any government in 
this Dominion. 

The people are going to be asked 
to dip in their pockets for $25,000,000 
less of taxation this year than last, 
Now that may seem a small amount 
to some people, but I think it shows 
the trend of affairs when taxation is 
being reduced to the extent of $25,- 
000,000. \ 

The return to penny postage will 
simplify things very much. Three will 
not divide into five, ten, twenty-five 
fifty or a hundred, and when T go to 
the post office to buy stamps I al- 
ways have to figure how many stamps 
I should get for a certain sum and 
how much change I ought to have. 
But that difficulty is now solved. 

I am glad to see that the receipt 
tax has been done away with. I have 
received a great many letters from 
my constituency expressing the hope 
that this tax would be abolished. 
You can put your stamp on a cheque, 
and if you have not the necessary 
stamp you can make the cheque out 
for two cents extra. But in the case 
of the receipt stamp, somebody may 
want to pay you money he owes when 
you are on the train or in the woods, 
where no stamp is available. You 
naturally want to get the money, and 
I am glad that the government has 
seen fit to remove this tax. 

I am sure that the” reduction in 
duty on automobiles meets with the 
approval of all the western provinces, 
and I think of the eastern provinces 
ag well. I have read the newspapers 
on both sides of politics, including 
the Edmonton Journal, the Calgary 
Herald and the Vancouver Province, 
and all seem to agree that the right 
thing has been done. The people 
want automobiles, and want them as 
cheaply as they can. There is one 
phase of this question that I should 
like to put before the house, 1 think 
the difference in the price of the same 
automobile here and in the United 
States has had a bad effect on imini- 
gration, People will compare — the 
price of an automobile here with the 
price of the same car in the States, 
and finding a big spread between the 
two they naturally conclude that if 
there is this difference between the

about completed, @nd according to the 
weekly crop report of the agricultur- 
al department of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, the early grain is coming up 
satisfactorily. Rain varying from light 
showers to several hours precipita- 
tion fell over the whole of the west 
with snow and sleet on the night of 
May 20th in Manitoba and = castern 
Saskatchewan, The soil practically 
everywhere is in excellent condition 
and. with the exception of & comparn- 
tively small aren in south western 
Alberta, all sections report moisture 
plentiful, Frost was experienced on 
one or two nights but does not appear 
to have caused any damage. During 
the day the weather has been cool 
and in this respect was beneficial in 
checking growth above the soil, thus 
enabling grain to develop a strong 
root system, Pastures are now in ex- 
cellent condition and cattle are thriv- 
ing: 

General crop conditions in Alberta 
are very favorable, and about ten 
days ahead of last year, All wheat. is 
sown and most of it up and looking 
well. Seeding of other grains is pro- 
ceeding satisfactorily and from 55 to 
70 per cent has been accomplished. 
Heavy winds did slight damage but 
there will be no further injury from 
this couse due to rainfall during the 
week and the fact that grain is now 
above the ground in most parts. While 
there is considerable stubble-in crop 
throughout the provinee, this acreage 
in. general will show a big decrease 
from last year, Much more care than 
usual has been taken in working the 
land and in seeding operations. The 
provincial department of agriculture 
estimates a ten per cent inerease in 
acreage under wheat, and about the 
same percentage of increase under 
coarse grains. One or two districts 
in the territory from Lethbridge to 
Medicine Hat could stand more mois- 
ture but generally the situation in 
this respect is satisfactory. 
‘Conditions. along. the .D., & B.C. 
railway are good and easily two weeks 
earlier than usual. Wheat seeding is 
finished and in some districts grain 
is up two to three inches, Oats and 
barley are nearly all in. Growing 
conditions are exceptionally favorable 
and farmers are optimistic concern- 
ing prospects. In the Grande Prairie 
country wire worms are causing a 
certain amount of uneasiness, Grass- 
hoppers have shown up in the Peace 
River and Grande Prairie — districts 
and are being combatted with poison 
bait. 

Root crops are looking well in’ Brit- 
ish Columbia and are two to three 
weeks in advance of last year. Blos- 
som indications are for a big erop of 
all fruits. Vegetables are off to an 
early start and so far have been fav- 
ored with splendid growing weather, 
Farmers in the Okanagan Valley are 
more or less anxious concerning a 
possibility of water shortage in mid- 
summer, Reservoirs are only half 
filled and should the summer prove 
hot and dry, lack of water is likely 
to be serious. There is the possibil- 
ily, however, that frequent rains may 
keep the streams running later than 
usual and so conserve storage water. 
Apart from this the feeling is more 
optimistic than it has been for years.

Plant in fine loam, enriched with 
thoroughly decomposed manure. 

Do not allow any green, nafernient- 
ed manure to come in contiet with 
the roots. 

Spread out the roots in their na- 
tural position and work fine loam 
among them. 

Do not plant too deep. Let upper 
roots be set an inch lower than be- 
fore. } 

Remove all broken branches and 
cut back at least half of the previous 
year’s growth of wood. 

If the season lacks the usual rain- 
fall, water thoroughly twice a week. 

After-culture—Keep soil in a good 
degree of fertility. Mulching the

MAN LOSES LIMB IN 
RAILWAY ACCIDENT 


A serious accident happened be- 
tween Wetaskiwin and Hobbema on 
Thursday evening last when a Gali- 
cian named J. Majsyezan had his leg 
cut off just below the knee by a 
C.P.R. train. He was brought to the 
Wetaskiwin hospital “and Dr. Robert- 
son, the C.P.R. surgeon, amputated 
the limb at the knee.

DR. McALLISTER 
TALKS ON MENTAL 
DEFICIENCY 


Thoughtful Address Given 
to Kiwanis Club on this 
large social and econ- 
omic problem 


The Wetaskiwin Kiwanis Club was 
given an insight into what the pro- 
vince is doing in the matter of caring 
for the mentally deficient, at their 
luncheon Tuesday evening, when Dr. 
McAllister, who is ‘superintendent of 
the institution at Red Deer, spoke on 
the subject. Kiwanian T. B. Stey- 
enson was the chairman. 

At the outset the doctor referred 
to the early treatment of the men- 
tally deficient, when the unfortunate 
was bled and chained if they were 
considered dangerous. Under those 
conditions the mortality was neces- 
sarily big. The percentage was much 
greater than it is today under modern 
treatment, 

In 1907 the French government ap- 
pointed two men to investigate and 
diagnose conditions of the unfortu- 
nates, and they spent seven years in 
this work, when they made many re- 
commendations which were acted up- 
on, Since that time the caring for 
the mentally deficients has been a 
real social and economic problem. 
The doctor described the cause of 
mental deficiency as a lack of poten- 
tial or arrest of brain development. 
Statistics show that from S80 to 90 
per cent of the cases are transmitted 
from the parents or grandparents or 
somewhere in the family tree. These 
aro known as hereditary defectives, 
while another type has ben caused 
by injury either before or after 
birth, or possibly from a disease of 
the mother while pregnant, illness of 
the child, or nutritional defect. 

There are three types, known as 
the moron, the imbecile ‘and the 
idiot. Figures show that from one 
and one-half to two per cent of the 
school children are sub-normal, while 
420-per-eent of-Ahe-adult population is 
feeble-minded in some degree. It is 
estimated that the percentage of men- 
tal deficients in Alberta is about the 
same as in other countries, 

Who are feeble-minded and how are 
they identified? In the higher types 
identification is difficult, but in the 
lower types, the unfortunate will get 
a position and be unable to hold it, 
and he will spend money for foolish 
trifles. The imbecile ean also work, 
but not on complicated jobs as ordin- 
ary individuals, The idiot is help- 
less and is an institution case. 

In treatment of the eases very little 
could be done from a medicinal or 
surgical point of view. There was no 
use sending a'child under 35 per cent 
intelligent to school. Those over 35 
per cent should go to school for the 
moral and physical benefit they would 
receive under the discipline of a good 
teacher. The vicious type should be 
institutionalized and segregated from 
their fellows for the good of them- 
selves and the safety of the state. 

In coneluding ‘Dr. McAlister rea 
ferred to the work being done at Red 
Deer, The institution was opened in 
1928, and they now have 184 patients 
of both sexes, and all degrees of de- 
fects. The work is educational, and 
the higher type of girls work in the 
laundry, the dining room and_ the 
kitchen, The immigration officials 
should be more careful and not per- 
mit those under normal intelligence 
to enter the country.

Immigration to Canada in 1925 
totulled 84,907, of which 35,362 was 
contributed by the British Isles, 17,- 
117 by the United States, and 31,- 
828 by other countries. In addition 
$9,989 Canadians who had_ estab- 
lished homes in the United States 
and resided there for a period longer 
than six months returned to live in 
their native land, 


A new cash-on-delivery parcels 
system has been inaugurated at Post 
Offices all over Great Britain. Par- 
cels up to the value of £40 (about 
$195) may now be posted at any 
post office to any address in Great 
3ritain, the value being collected by 
the Post Office authorities and re- 
mitted to the sender. The system 
seems to be meeting with success. 


Business conditions on the Pacifie 
Coast continue on the upward trend 
with great activity in construction 
work. The lumber industry outlook 
is brighter and there have been im- 
portant developments in new saw- 
mill construction. The fishing in- 
dustry is on a better footing, pulp 
and paper mills are active and ad- 
ditional power programmes are be- 
ing worked out, 


A. M. Johnson, President of tho
